Rolshevist officials are not ‘to eontaminate the 
immaculate consciences of the British Ministers 
they. are to meet by appearng in their capacity 
as the colleagues or the.subordmates of Lenin.

The Government are negotiating 
with the men whose ghiefs are even now sum- 
moning Rritish workers to ' the ‘ast decisive 
fight for their happiness,” who credit them with 
having taken already the first step of the inter- 
national proletariat along the path of active in- 
terference in the war on the side of Soviet 
Russia. Let them defend that policy if they can. 


' OLD. UNIFORMS FOR NEW. 

In an -cditoriat article today The Times 
@arst<Considerabie dismay has heen caused m 
many minds by the announcement that the 
Government, prompied by the Army -Council, 
intend to put the Army back into its pre-war 
uniforms.- This feeling, which has found ex- 
pression not only at Westminster, but in our 
own columns and those of other newspapers, 1s 
by no means unnatural. Why, asks one ob- 
jector, should the country go to this unneces- 
sary expense when it is already unable 
t» make both ends meet? -Why, pleads 
another, should the honourable khaki, 
in which our Armies have won renown, 
no™ jess imperishable than the glory of the 
“Thin Red Line,” be scrapped te make a 
tdilor’s holiday? Undoubtedly there is force in 
beth objections. So far as we kpow, they pre- 
gent the whole case for the opposition, which is 
based entirely on the question of expense, and 
has a twofold application. In the case of men 
in the ranks the cost of the change, which is 
roughly. estimated at three millions; will fail 
on the country. Officers, too, are to receive an 
initial allowance of £150 towards the extra e:- 
pense io which they will be-put. But in many, 
of not all, regiments that sum will still at 
present prices leave them out of pocket, 
and impose «a serious burden on those: 
who .are not well off. In apite, how- 
ever, of that drawback, it is probable that the 
great majority of officers, as well as of other 
ranks, will be found to be im favour of rever- 
sion to the old type of uniform. We expect, 
too, that the country itself will, on considera- 
tion, come to the conclusion that the money 
needed for the proposed change will be well 
spent. Besides the simplification of the pre- 
war uniforms, of which Mr. Churchill spoke, 
concludes. The T’imes, it is to be hoped that 
the Government will rigorously control the 
priees to be demanded by military tgilors, or 
else. provide cheap outfits through the Army 
Ordnance departments, as was done during the 
war. With these precautions and others—such, 
perhaps, as the laying down of a regulation 
that parades shali not be full dress—we believe 


that the country, as well as the Army, will [ 


welcome the proposed change as a wise and 
practically usetul measure. 
DEARER SUGAR. 

Tie Times Correspondent at Liverpool, tele 
graphing yesterday, says -—Mr. Gilbert Wheaton 
Fox, one of our greatest sugar magnates, who 
arrived back’ in Liverpool yesterdey from New 
York on board the Carmania, has been to 
America to purchase sugar for the British 
Rorel Commission.

The fact was that, owmg to pro- 
hibition in America, the demand. for sugar for 
chotolates, soft fruits, and drinks was greater

country sugar ig now being sold retail at 1s. 2d. 
yer lb., including duty, whilst in America 
is, 64. ger Th, ie being paid without duty. 
‘‘ Whether it is artificial or not I am not pre- 
pared to say, but the position je very appalling 
to the reset of the world. If she want suger 
she can et it at the high price she is prepared 
to par, which means that the rest of the world 
must do without it. The position is that im 
this country we must be content with as little 
sugar as. posieb'e for the next twelve months.”

Tt was found that a large hole, through which a 
man could pass, hed been blown ín the gabl 
The explosion, which was heard for miles, sha 
tered the windows in the shop across the street, 
as well as blowing all the windows out of 
Duggan’s house and shattering the pictures on 
the walls. Meanwhile, flames leaped up from 
the stable adjoining, the barracks in which 
the hapless horse was penned but no 
figures were revealed im the lurid glare. 
The attackers hal taken cover in the field across 
the road, and at the back of the barracks, from 
which intermittent fire was diregted at the 
windows. The steel plate protection prevented 
all but a few bullets from entering the building. 

The Duggans—father, mother, and little boy— 
rushed terror-tricken from their house, and re- 
mained by the roadside, some distance away, 
until the attack was over. “I did not see a 
soul,” said Mrs. Duggan, “ but I heard the shots 
that were directed. ai the barracks.” She 
lamented the loss of a fine pony and foal and a 
ton of oats that were consumed in the stable.

FIVE YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT 
FOR A ‘BARRACK RAIDER. 


Michael Condon, civilian, of Gortroe, Rath- 
cormack, County Cork, was tried by General 
Courtmartial at Cork on 6th May, 1920, on 
charges under Reg.

A PLANETARY SPECTACLE. 
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To-night five of the principal bodies of the 
solar eystem—viz., the sun, Mercury, the earth, 
Saturn, and Uranus—-will be so pleced with 
regard to one anothe: as to form a geometrical 
position which, in the revolutions of the 
heavenly bodies, is of exceptionally rare oceur- 
rence, and which the oldest star-gazer, even 
were he born a century end a half ago, has not 
looked upon. Just now the planet Saturn is a 
conspicuous object in the western sky in the 
constellation Leo, and is in western quadrature 
to the sun, or, in other words, its lon-itnd> 
exceeds that of the sun by 90 degre, ua 
Thursday morning (only a few Lvurg later) 
Uranus, now a morning star in the constellation 
Aquarius, will be in eastern quadrature, iis 
longitude being equal to the sun's, less 90 de- 
grees Bo as to avoid expressing longitude as a 
negative quantity, 360 degrees is, according to 
the usual practice, added to the longitude of 
the sun before subtracting. The two planets 
are thus seen in opposite points of the ecliptic, 
and the earth lies between them, about nin 
million miles from Saturn and twice that dis- 
tance from Uranus. Then to-night Mercury will 
be in superior conjunction to the sun, or, in 
other words, it will have reached that particular 
point of its orbit when it is on the side of the 
sun which is turned. away from the earth. An 
interesting coincidence is that to-morrow it will 
have reached peribelion, or its minimum die 
tance of some 28; million miles from 
the sun. The position which will thus 
have been established will be that to 
night and to-morrow morning Uranus, the 
earth, and Saturn will be situated in one 
straight line, while the earth, the sun, and 
Mercury form another straight line, the latter 
leaving the first at the earth, and 
forming with respect to it right angles This 
geometrical formation, r ular and bilineal, 
of five of the nine bodies which compose our 
solar «yetem iu very rare, For the astrologers 
it will be cane | in the nature of a celestial 
conundrum, - all the more so as Mars, al- 
ways &A sinister influence in their prognostica- 
tions, end still well overhead for the better part 
of the night, is not concerned in this most re- 
markable configuration of the planets.

á HOME RULE FINANCE. 

IO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—lf the financial history of Ireland was 
put fairly before the British people, she might 
obtain far better terms in the Home Rule Bill. 
A discussion on this subject may clear the 
atmosphere, and dispel the exaggerations which 
attribute the economic disadvantages under 
which Ireland labours to wrong causes. 

Ireland's debt at the Union was £28,541,157. 
At the. ama ation of the Exechequers in 1817 
it was £134,000,000, and then Ireland ceased to 
be liable to meet separately the. Irish Debt. 
The amalgamation of Customs took place in 
1824. After thie taxes were levied on indivi- 
duals and not on geographical areas. Ireland 
was no longer bound to contribute joint ex- 
penditure in the proportion of 1 to Ti; she was 
also free from certain taxes imposed on Great 
Britain, amounting to £20,279,490. In 1845 
Ireland was exempt £14,453,619, and is now 
exempt £4,103,784, These sixteen years’ part- 
nerehip proved that the basis of Lord Castle- 
reagh’s calculation was wrong, and this is well 
exemplified in the Childers Report. If one 
man, A, who has for some time been living at 
the rate of £100 per annum, arranges to keep 
house with another man, B, who hag been living 
at the rate of £700 per annum, and to spend £1 
for every £7 which B spends, then, as long as 
B continues to live at the same rate as before,
